more durable for a stationary, per­ 
m anent type of brooding and rear­ 
ing building. A single boarded floor 
for the portable brooder house m ay 
be quite am ple when the “warm 


house” kind of brooding equipm ent 
is used, he explains. 
Ventilation System 
A double wood floor with w ater­ 
proof paper laid on the subfloor and 
builder’s lath properly spaced be­ 
tween flooring will give an insulated 
type of floor th a t helps m aintain a 
drier litter. Such a floor is probably 
desirable when electric brooders are 
used. 
Some kind of workable ventilation 
system should be provided. Brooder 
houses, like laying houses, can be 
satisfactorily ventilated by m eans 
of windows and a ventilation “slot.” 
Tliis slot should be placed a t the 
topmost part of the house front and 
may serve both as an inlet and 
outlet when windows are kept closed. 
Such an opening is reduced in size 
and air flow regulated by a hinged 
board the size of the opening. 
Windows serve best for ventilating 
purposes if they slide like the win-

dows of a dwelling. Two half-sash 
windows are am ple for this purpose 
and to provide light for the average 
IO by 12-foot brooder house, he 
reminds. 
Position of Doors 
Often brooder houses are used as 
roosting houses after the chicks are 
old enough to do w ithout heat. Hot 
weather com fort calls for additional 
ventilation. This m ay be provided 
by a window in the rear of the house 
to provide cross ventilation or by 
floor and ceiling ventilation in the 
rear. 
Such 
ventilators 
are 
also 
hinged for easy handling. 
When 
such openings are loosely closed in 
winter and offer chance for drafts, 
it is best to cover them with a 
tough waterproof paper th a t also 
will be wind proof. A piece of terra 
cotta tile in the roof m akes an ex­ 
cellent outlet for the stovepipe and 
aids in fire prevention. 
Chick doors should be placed a t 
both sides of th e house front to 
allow chicks more ready access to 
outdoors in good w eather and to 
prevent piling up around the doors 
when they w ant to return to the 
house quickly because of sudden 
fright or storms. Some satisfactory 
roosting arrangem ent m ight also tie 
a part of the perm anent equipm ent 
of the brooder house or rearing 
quarters used. 


Apple Scab Spores 
Delayed by Weather 


Development of apple scab spores 
is lagging with the weather, Dr. 
R. S. Kirby, extension plant p a­ 
thologist from State College, said 
on Thursday evening after a trip 
through Adams county to collect 
inform ation on the extent of infec­ 
tion and the stage of development 
of apple scab. 
The spores are not as far advanced 
as norm al for this date, he said, and 
pointed out th a t they are ju st about 
keeping pace w ith the slow bud 
developm ent resulting from the cor­ 
respondingly slow arrival of spring. 
The fru it disease specialist found 
indications th a t the spores will m a­ 
ture a t about the time the buds 
reach the delayed dorm ant stage. 
He had a warning for peach grow­ 
ers. M any orchards last year had 
an abnorm al am ount of dry rot and 
he said th a t mummies or dried 
peaches rem aining on the trees now 
should be removed as the trees are 
pruned. “Be sure to get them all 
off,” he urged.

UNIFORM MILK 
INSPECTION IS 
BEFORE SENATE 


Measure Causes Most 
Debate at Harris­ 
burg 


[By the Associated Press] 
Harrisburg.—Senator W eldon B. 
Heyburn, who breeds dairy cows, 
said this week he hoped a new milk 
control bill for uniform inspection 
regulations is adopted by the legis­ 
lature to “end a racket th a t far sur­ 
passes whisky bootlegging in its 
palm iest days.” 
The Delaware county republican 
said he believed there is enough sup­ 
port in the senate to pass the 
m easure, 
adopted 
by 
the 
house, 
though some am endm ents m ight be 
necessary. 
Senator George B. Scarlett (Il­ 
chester) saw eye to eye with Hey­ 
burn, and endorsed the “principle” 
of the bill as he fixed M arch 26 
for public hearings. 
T he measure has provoked more 
debate than .any other in the 1941 
session. It would abolish 105 m unici­ 
pal ordinances governing inspection 
of milk and replace them with a 
sta te -wide standard. 
Charge* “Dairy T rust” 
Heyburn charged the existence of 
a “dairy tru st” of distributors, and 
said this “trust combined with the 
local inspectors” to create the op­ 
position to the bill. 
“I t’s a racket,” the senator said. 
“T he local inspectors gang up on 
a little producer and compel him 
to change his pasteurizers and other 
equipm ent to the point where they 
they eventually break him in favor 
of a few big producers. 
“If a little fellow does comply 
with a local ordinance, they rewrite 
the ordinance. They’ve been known 
to rewrite these ordinances every 
three or four m onths.” 
He said he knew of one instance 
in his area where the inspector 
wrote a new ordinance aimed at a 
specific producer. 
rtI believe the Moul-W oodring bill, 
with certain amendments- 
would 
have m erit and in its final form 
should be drafted on a give and 
take policy to m eet the requirem ents 
of stabilizing the milk industry,” 
Senator Scarlett said. 
“T his stabilization m ust take the 
form of a practical system to m ain­ 
tain Pennsylvania’s high milk stan d ­ 
ards and still elim inate the red tape 
of 
overlapping inspections 
which 
have Imposed such hardships on 
state farmers. 
Rigid Inspection* Favored 
“I have talked with many farm ers 
and I am convinced th a t the rural 
producer wants rigid inspection but 
his clamor Is for one. not a half- 
doaen such inspections.” 
Most of the opposition to the bill 
has come from the Philadelphia and 
Pittsburgh 
sections 
where 
it 
is 
claimed the measure would lower 
these cities’ standards and would 
allow im portation of raw milk. The 
cities now require pasteurized milk. 
“T h a t’s a racket too but there’s 
nothing you can do about it,” Hey­ 
burn said. 
H eybum ’s milk control bill of 1937 
had similar provisions in it. I t was 
vetoed by George H. Earle, then 
governor.
